Hall, and with whom I ferved two years, and two years more to Mr, 
Lay'en, who afrerwards kept the ſame Taverny from whence | madly obſcur'd my (elf ar the 
Mire-Tavern in Weſtminſter, where I ſerved out my Time, and where Iupfortunately mcr 
with the Woman which I Married and wickedly Murdered. Now whereas the allſearching

Thus at laſt I ws: given over to a Reprobate ſenſe, and rovk my Maſters Cane, with 
which I went to my VVitſe and deſired hertotake a walk, but (ſhereplicd ) Her Cluth 
were not good exou2h, bar Tbigg with Murder in my Heart, 0d her ſhe was well enough, and 
bid her bring her IVedding Rtzz2 with her, fhe ſeeing me lo importunate, ſhe borrowed x 
Hood anJ a Scarf ->f her Fellow Servant, ſo we walked rogether towards 1347, neither ea- 
ing nor drinking together, while ſhe was often asking me whether we were going, and ([ 
eo'd her) to T4fit a Friend in the Country, when we came to Tjburn, I ſhewed herthe place, 
and asked her if ſhs knew what place that was, ſhe made anſwer, (ſhe was ignorant, ) 
but (TItold her ) it was Thburn, where John Gower was lately Hanged for Killing of bis Witt;
